‘CELL FOR POPP

Indict Wiedemann: 
Sift “Love Nest.”

After an examination of the factors 
contributing to the Logan Square 


Attorney Crowe yesterday disclosed the 
following: 

That David Wiedemann Jr., who has 
confessed “ technical forgery ” and has 
, been indicted, cannot escape conviction 
|for his part in the bank’s mishaps. 

That Wiedemann’s shortage of $56,- 
000 was placed before Fred W. Popp, 
the president, with a demand that he 
make good the loss and resign his po- 
sition. 

Hastened Popp’s Decision. 

And that Popp, already near bank- 
ruptcy as the result of lavish gifts to 
women, could not make good the loss, 
saw himself ejected from the bank 
and in disgrace; and then he blew his 
brains out. 

This tripod of Wiedemann’s short- 
age, Popp’s responsibility and Popp’s 
women was built up out of a day of 
investigation, in which it was dis- 
covered that $10,000 was the last of 
Popp’s gifts to Miss June Bacon, the 
girl who presided over the Sunnyside 
avenue bungalow. 

Questions Other Man. 

In uncovering the story of Popp’s di- 
vided interests the _ state's attorney 
found and questioned Miss Bacon’s 
“other man.” He is Frank Wozny, a 
resident of the Sherlak hotel at East- 
wood’ avenue» and Sheridan road. | 
Wozny told the state’s attorfiey that | 
he is the flancé of Miss Bacon. Miss 
Bacon, evading service under a state 
subpoena, says not. 

Tells of $100,000 Gift. 

Mrs. Anna McKeen, 4735 North Ar- 
tesian avenue, told how Popp gave 
Miss Bacon $100,000 worth of real es- 
tate and added a few details. 

“Miss Bacon was urging a woman 
friend to divorce her husband,” she 
said. ” She. promised to get her a 
millionaire ‘daddy’ if she did so, or at 
least a Wanker who would provide for 
her as she said Popp was doing in her, 
behalf. 

“June said she was expecting to get 
enough more money out of Popp to put 
‘up a building on her Rogers Park land 
before she cast him aside,” Mrs. Mce- 
Keen related. “ She was getting plenty 
while Popp’s ‘romance’ lasted, she fre- 
quently said.” 

Orders Women Brought In. 

Assistant State’s Attorneys George 
E. Gorman and Robert McMillan, after 
the Wiedemann indictment, centered 
their investigation on the “ women in 
the case,” June Bacon, Claire Heil- 
mann, and Mrs. Irma Vitez, ordering 
them brought in on forthwith sub- 
penas. 

Mrs. Viteg was the third woman to 
be brought in the case.

ness transactions ”’ with Popp. “I was 
a cashier in a theater when I met him,” 
she explained, “ but I saved my money 
and opened a business of my own.

Vitez, who came from Budapest ten 
years ago, will be given a chance to 
tell in full of these transactions with 
the banker, investigators say.

If the central control, or council of people's 
commissars, fell into dissension and this dissension 
spread, as it must, to the all-Russian central 
executive committee, which is supposed to select 
the emaller body, there may be opportunity for 
the entrance of representatives of more moderate 
parties, but it is equally probable that with Lenin’s 
influence gone the council will be controlled by 
less practical men and a bolshevist reaction take 
place. In the latter alternative the strategic re- 
treat directed by Lenin may be abruptly ended and 
an attempt made to restore logical communism. 
This is all guesswork, of course, but speculation 
is interesting and events, when they transpire, 
will be useful data for the philosophy of popular 


government. 


LAW TO PROTECT SOCIETY, 
| NOT CRIMINALS. 


Two items in the day's news commend them: 
selves to the attention of all who are interested ir 
the enforcement of our criminal laws and the ad- 
ministration of justice to the law abiding citizen 
as well as to the criminal. 

One is the verdict of murder and the life sen- 
tence against Mra. Tillie Klimek. It is an encour- 
agement for those who wish to see laws enforced 
and their own lives and property protected to find 
that a Cook county jury can actually reach such 
a verdict against a woman, If the defendant had 
been a man, and the verdict had been guilty, prob- 
ably the death penalty would have been imposed. 
Life imprisonment is a concession to sentimen- 
tallty, but it is much less a concession than we 
have been accustomed to. The termination of the 
case is a great improvement. Probably it refiects 
an improved public opinion. May such improve 
ment be progressive. 

A somewhat similar tmprovement is revealed in 
a dispatch from Springfield reporting sufficient 
opposition to the Jewell bill concerning third de- 
gree police methods to result in withdrawal of the 
measure from third reading. Our society in general 
needs fewer, not more, laws. 

No intelligent person will uphold the practice of 
physical abuse of prisoners by the police to force 
confessions. But the way to cure such evils, in so 
far as they exist, is. through intelligent conduct of 
the police department rather than by more laws. 
What we need is greater respect for the police, 
txth as witnesses and peace officers. That is jeop- 
ardized, if not lost, through cruelty. If intelligence 
cannot convince the police department of that, no 
law will correct the evil. Opposition to the Jewell 
law thus reveals intelligence and an awakening 
sentiment for sane enforcement of criminal law. 

If the legislature is to do anything toward more 
strict enforcement of law, we believe it should be 
in thé nature of an investigation of the entire sub- 
ject tobe continued after the close of the session,

right; buat our country, right or wrong.”

Dr. H. A. Garfield, son of President Garfield and 
president of Williams college, is quoted in the Paris 
edition of THe Cuicaco Trisunge as saying that 
for the United States some posifive participation in 
the affairs of Europe is becoming “ more and more 
inevitable.” He says that even “those of us most 
attached to the isolationist principle” see this in- 
evitabilfty. 

We Americans are a curious people. We are the 
only breed which pretends to think that self-inter- 
est internationally isa sin. A man who would cast 
a calculating and fishy eye upon his neighbor if 
that neighbor needed rent money will adopt the 
Armenians with a prodigal ardor. 

In' a mora) incertitude we reproach ourselves 
with our isolation. Isolation from what? From 
affairs which we canuot mend. We never have 
been isolated from Europe when Europe was ap-. 
proachable. We seek its trade and want its.com- 
modities. American girls seek marriage in Europe 
and carry American fortunes with them. American 
travelers spread their hard money where money is 
soft. American expatriates buy castles, maintain 
domains, and pay foreign taxes. 

America is a young nation making an expert- 


similation of peoples the like of which never before 
was seen. A thousand years of English history 
are being compressed to a hundred in this realm. 
The contortions and convulsions which go with 
nation making are here subdued to ripples and 
little waves. 

We have a neightbor on the north who does not 
erect a fort against us and against whom we do not 
turn a gun. We have a neighbor to the south 
whoge many offenses against not only us but the 
whole civilization of the century are outstanding 
and we turn only the other cheek. 

This is the Fifteenth of March. It is the day 
when the American taxpayer comes to the first of 
his four accountings this year with his govern- 
ment, and he writes a check which staggers his 
economies and deprives him of things he wants 
‘and in ordinary life should have. That is his con- 
tribution to the inability of Europe, after two 
thousand years of adherence to the Great Teacher, 
to do without the exact conflict which is afoot at 
this moment. 

This state of Europe ts our reproach! We pay 
today for consequences in the causes of which we 
had no voice. It is a pale American who confesses 
dismay at the isolation of his country. We are 
asked to be another bull terrier tn a battle royal 
“nd are ignominious if we think the fight does not 
need another participant. 

The troubles of Europe are tn the hands of Eu- 
rope and not of America. Here in this western 
hemisphere are two continents without war. Eu- 
rope has gone from the short sword to the bomb 
carrying flying machine, and always with the same 
war record. We can step tn with a magic wand 
and change all this! 

When Europe has an interval of quiet the Amer- 
ican isolation will be gone, While Europe is a 
madhouse it does not need and would not use the 
United States as a custodian. 

We are a bit sick of abashed American intellectu- 
als and subservient American diplomats. The 
American abroad is sentimentally the prey of every 
garden party.

PIGGLY ARE BEGUN 


New York and Chicane Stock Ex- 
nges to Determine Status. 


“CORNER” EXISTS, ALLEGED 


Pres. Saunders Explains Attacks on 
Gamblers; Visits Chicago 


New York and Chicago stock ex- 
changes yesterday launched a second 
investigation of the market position 
of Piggly Wiggly Stores stock to de- 
termine whether a corner exists, co- 
incident with the arrival in Chicago 
of Clarence Saunders, president of 
the company. 

Mr. Saunders was found in his 
suite at the Blackstone Hotel and 
questioned regarding the progress of 
his stock selling campaign, his dia- 
tribes directed at stock gamblers 
through the medium of newspaper 
advertisements and his views regard- 
ing the stock exchange. The founder 
of the Piggly Wiggly stores spoke 
reluctantly, stating that he “had 
been in the newspapers too much 
and wanted to keep out of them,” be- 
cause what he said was ‘‘frequently 
distorted.” 

“I have never attacked Wall street, 
any stock exchange or the banks in 
any of the advertisements I have 
written,” Mr. Saunders said. “I used 
the term blood money and referred 
to the stock gamblers. That was 
merely to impress the people—to 
wake them up—in the same manner 
that the evangelist exhorts them 
with pictures of hell, fire and brim- 
stone. There is no such hell, but it 
plays on the imagination of the peo- 
ple and converts them to the cause.” 

Saunders Denies Qprner. 

Mr. Saunders was asked if he had 

a corner in the stock and answered 


in the negative, pointing out there | 


“could be no corner in the stock as 
long as there is a free market.”’ In 
answer to questions as to his rela- 
tions with bankers, the Piggly Wig- 
gly president said he maintained cor- 
dia] and friendly relations with com- 
mercial banks throughout the. coun- 
try, but had no affiliation with any 
investment banker and “wanted 
none.”’ He said he had no such con- 
nection since he forced the resigna- 
tion of Wall street representatives on 
the board of directors last year. 

Mr. Saunders disclaimed knowl- 
edge of investigation of the position 
of Piggly Wiggly stock, and added 


that he did not worry about it He 
“was asked if any particular individ- 


va! or group was fighting him in the 


stock market, as has been intimated | 


in La Salle st.. but he refused to 

comment, saying that he did not 

want to indulge in personalities. 
3,000 Stockholders Added. 

Mr. Saunders spent four hours in 
New York Monday and arrived in 
Chicago yesterday morning, leaving 
for Memphis last night. The pur- 
pose of his visit he refused to state, 
but vouchsafed the information that 
“it was not connected with stock, 
money or brokers.’’ He said that 
the stock selling campaign, whereby 
he offers to the public for $55 a 
share shares that he purchased in 
the open market, was progressing 
nicely. He would not state how 
many shares had been so distributed, 
but declared that more than’ 3,000 
stockholders had been added since 
the campaign started, bringing the 
total to around 4,00@ on the stock 
lists. He said that he contemplated 
mo more atacks on the “money 
gharke” or “gamblers.” 

In the questionnaire which the 
New York and Chicago Stock. Ex- 
changes sent out to all members, 
and which required that the infor- 
mation be returned to the secretary 
of the institutions by moon yester- 
day, information was asked as to 
how many shares of Pigglyv Wiggliv 
stock the member was long and 
short and to whom, and how many 
shares were borrowed or loaned and 
the names itn the transactions. 

A leading La Salle street broker, 
closely connected with the Chicago 
Stock Exchange and qualified as a 
market observer, yesterday 4a4- 
vanced the opinion that a potential 

existed in Piggty Wisely 
and commended Mr. Saun- 


ders, ‘who ts credited with the cor 


ner for not having caused any spec 
tacular evretions in it. 
Distribution Is Destred. 
He pointed out that the distribu- 
tion of Piggly Wiggly stock to 


the public, now being effected . 


the company, is what the ex- 
changes desire most, but that there 
is a string to the present arrange- 
ment, namely, that the stock is not 
to be delivered until December. 
Whether or not action by the stock 
exchange will be necessary in the 
interim remains to be seen and will 
be determined by the governing 
committee based on the results of 
the questionnaire sent out. An in- 
vestigation was conducted in Chi- 
cago early in the year, but no ac 
tion was deemed necessary, it being 
found that there was practically no 
short interest. It is believed there 
{ie a large short interest in New 
York. " 

Discussing the progress of Pigesly 
Wiggly, Mr. Saundérs yesterday 
stated that business is showing 4&4 
healthy increase, and he expected 
this to further expand the remainder 
of the year. He declared that first 
quarter profits would exceed the 
$315,000 shown in the last quarter 
of 1922. Bank loans have been re- 
duced from $2,400,000 to $1,700,000. 
There are now 675 stores, and these 
will be increased, 100 additional to 
be started in Chicago alone. There 
are six variety stores, which will 
he increased to twenty-five by Oc- 
tober. There will be no change in 
dividends from the $1 quart®riy pay- 
ment now made until December l, 
when a payment will be made on the
